Not too many weeks ago. merely to look at the Mideast 
was to despair. 
Faint hopes kindled b y the American initiated Suez 
cease-fire had all b ut flickered out. smothered b y the dis­ 
pute over whether Cairo had used the lull to saturate 
its side of the canal with Soviet missiles. 
Egy pt and 
Israel, it appeared, were again locked in stalemate. 
Elsewhere in the Arab world it was also b usiness as 


u s u a l — turmoil—with Sy ria making truculent noises at 
its neighb ors. Jew and Arab alike, and b attered Jordan 
the b attleground for the day -to-day struggle b etween 
King Hussein and the Palestinian guerrillas. 
Against this political still-life b ackground, the devel­ 
opment in recent weeks has b een at an alomst dizzzy ing 
pace. 
None other than that hawk's hawk. Israeli Defense 
Minister Moshe Day an, is suddenly making soothing sug­ 
gestions on resuming negotiations and possib ly , accord­ 
ing to some reports, even partial military withdrawal in 
the Sinai. 
Prem ier Golda Meir no longer mentions pull b ack of 
Egy ptian missiles as the sine qua non of peace talks. 
Sy ria has gone through another coup, as can he ex­ 
pected periodically , hut this time the new strongman, 
air force chief Gen. Hafez al-Assad. for all his rhetoric 
ab out maintained Sy ria as an Arab fortress, is reported 
a realist ab out an eventual political solution with Israel. 
Egy pt. Lib y a and Sudan are talking union, an event 
which may or may not come to pass and may or may 
not b e b eneficial from the western viewpoint, b ut which 
at least makes more geographical and economic sense 
than previous Arab experiments in merger. 
King Hussein is not only holding on in Jordan hut. 
according to some reports, may already b e involved in 
some exchanges with the Israelis which could turn their 
cease-fire into something more permanent. 
Most of this since the departure of Nasser, the one 
commanding figure who might have b een ab le to nudge 


the Arab world toward peace b ut who, locked in b y his 
own past inflammatory rhetoric, m ay also have b een a 
m ajor ob stacle to peace. 
There can as y et he no certainty that in this move­ 
ment a genuine momentum toward peace is developing. 
But hope does spring eternal, and there is often more to 
stalemate than appears on the surface.

With Congress considering import quota legislation 
which some economists fear may touch off a crippling 
chain 
of 
retaliatory 
protectionist 
moves 
throughout 
world trade, word comes that we are not alone. 
According to the Wall Street Journal. Japan also has 
an import prob lem. 
Its textile makers are facing in­ 
creasing competition in the home m arket from low-cost 
fab rics produced in Hong Kong, South Korea and Taiwan. 
Call it poetic justice, since it was the increasing flow 
of Japanese textiles into this country which sparked the 
demand b y American manufacturers for protection. 
If the United States does adopt import restrictions, 
Japan's prob lem could b e compounded. 
Not only will 
sales of her textiles here b e reduced, b ut Asian competi­ 
tors, also hurt in the American market, could attempt 
to recoup b y selling more in Japan. 
Call it also a sob ering reminder of how interdependent 
the economies of the m ajor trading nations are. 
We 
m ay have a long way to go politically , b ut wre are al­ 
ready very far along the road to b eing one world eco­ 
nomically .

P r e s i d e n t should consult 
Congress “ whenever feasib le” 
b efore involving the forces of 
the United States in arm ed 
conflict 
Even when it isn’t 
“ feasib le.” the House feels he 
should “ prom ptly ” report to 
Congress why he took such 
a step. 
The new resolution b y itself 
is 
b elieved harm less b y its 
critics and is expected to pass 
the Senate. Rep. Clement J. 
Z a b 1 o c k 1 , 
D em ocrat 
of 
Wisconsin, 
chief 
sponsor 
of 
the resolution, say s he is sure 
the 
adm inistration 
will 
not 
ob ject 
to 
it. 
He 
declares, 
however, that the m easure is 
im portant as expressing “ the 
sense 
of 
Congress’ 
that 
it 
wishes to he informed at all 
tim es 
ab out 
the 
"com ­ 
m itm ent" of U.S. troops.

does not mention the C am ­ 
b odian action of a few months

Ky of South Vietnam, who is

featuring

p o l l u t i o n equipment and 
services. 
But John 
Ehrlich- 
man, the White House czar 
over 
domestic 
affairs, 
was 
piqued at Hickel for speaking 
out 
on 
President 
Nixon s 
isolation from y outh. 
E hrlichm an’s aides b egan to 
carp and criticize b ehind the 
scenes against the pollution 
conference. 
Health, 
E duca­ 
tion. 
and 
Welfare 
officials, 
who were miffed at Hickel for 
stealing 
the 
anti pollution 
spotlight 
away 
from 
them , 
joined in the sniping 
They 
complained petulantly that it 
was a conflict to have private 
exhib itors 
at 
a 
government 
anti-pollution powwow. 
W e a r i l y . Wally Hickel, 
already 
in 
the 
presidential 
d o g h o u s e 
for 
his 
out- 
s p o k e n n e s s , decided he 
couldn't fight the White House 
at every turn. So he regret­ 
fully cancelled the conference. 
He made up a phony excuse, 
say ing his office would b e too 
b usy setting up a new en­ 
vironmental agency to carry 
on with the conference. 
But the Interior Departm ent 
had 
already 
contracted 
out 
the planning work to two pri­ 
vate firms. Courtesy Associates 
and Ralph Whitner & Co. This 
column has now ob tained the 
Interior letter confirming that 
they will b e paid $65 823 on 
the cancelled contract. 
The original 
plan was to 
pay the cost with registration 
fees 
and 
charges 
to 
the 
exhib itors. But these funds, of 
course, are not now availab le. 
The 
money to pay off the 
contractors 
will 
not 
come 
from 
the 
White 
House, 
or 
from 
HEW, 
or 
even 
from 
Hickel’s funds. 
Instead, 
the 
u n d e r f u n d e d 
pollution 
fighters 
themselves — the

tu res at night abou t 65 degrees 
seem to be partially responsible 
for bu ds dropping

cau se the bu ds to drop. 
Regu lar watering is essential. 
Nev er let the plants grow dry . 


Also occasional feeding is help 
fu l. Use am m oniu m su lfate, one 
lev el teaspoonfu l in a qu art of 
water. Apply one cu pfu l of the 
solu tion to the soil once a month 
from March to Nov ember. Feed 
ing du ring the du ll, short day s 
of winter is not recommended.
